"St. Patrick was not an Irishman. 
Some people think he was born in 


Rome. His real birthday is not known, and so the 17th of March has been 
set aside as his day. 


'•V/hen he was a boy of sixteen he was carried off and sold as a slave in 


Ireland. -Although he was a well brought up lad, his wild Irish master set him 
to work to niind his pigs in the mountains. 


"For seven long years St. Patrick tended the herds of the Irish, chief, and 


then he had a chance to run away. He got over to France and very likely 
made his way home, although not a great deal js known of his early life. You 
see, St. Patrick was born over 1,500 j ears ago, when few books were written 
and none were printed, seeing that printing had not then come into use. 


"His lonely life and the hard times he had had in Ireland as a slave made 


St. Patrick a very serious young man. Whenever he thought of the beautiful 
land he had left, with its kind, clever yet wild and uncivilized people, he 
longed to go back and teach them better. 


"So St Patrick made up his mind that he would be a priest, and for 


twenty long years he studied to fit himself to be a missionary. 


"The head of the church heard of his wish, and when he learned that St 


Patrick was of all men living most fitted to teach the Irish, since staying for 
seven years in Ireland he had learned the habits of the people and'how to 
speak to them in their own language, he readily gave his help to send him 
back.

RECENT JOURNEY 


On Board Hamburg-American Line 


Mail-Ship Prinz August Wilhelm, on 
th* High Seas, Feb. 17, 1912^— 
Homeward bound and on the home 
stretch. After four weeks of sailing 
this has certainly been a most 
dc-1 


lightful voyage and still so interest- 
ing that this letter may not be finish- 
ed or in print until after I arrive 
home. As we near, our home port oi 
Nem-Yerk'City,'-every one isuwishln'g 
that the ship will increase her speed, 
iduf yet there is a feeling or desire to 
pfcrtong the voyage and bind 
the 
friendships formed on board 'more 
closely. Every one seems determin- 
ed to spend the few remaining, days 
in pleasant conversation and in vis- 
iting with the ship's officers, and few 
are to be found below decks. Inter- 
est now centers in sighting the out- 
going vessels, identifying them and 
speculating 
on their 
destination. 


The more'is this true since we have 
just passe'd Sari Salvador, the 
last 
sight we shall have of land till we 
reach New York Bay, for which our 
sliip has been prepared by a thorough 
housecleaning before putting off our 
1QO deckhands at 
Fortune -Island. 


These negroes have been kept very 
busy with the work of cleaning 
the 
ship, and the loading and unloading 
of" the ship- while on her cruise. • 


This letter^seems to-be beginning 
where'it should properly end, so I'll 
"back vipV and begin at the begin- 
ning ""of the voyage. 


We left New York at 2 p.. m. on a 
cold, blustery day in January, push- 
ing our 
way out of the 
harbor 


through a sea of floating ice and a 
threatening snow storm. De_spite the 
/Tough weather, the passengers were 


on deck watching the movements of 
the floating commerce of the world, 
as it seemed to us, till the call for 
the 7 o'clock dinner, which to our 
great surprise, was a state affair—a 
dinner in honor of the kaiser of 
Germany, it being his birthday, and 
right royally, and loyally, too, did 
we do the function. 
Up to the dinner hour there was 
little effort or desire to get acquaint- 
ed on the part of the 
passengers, 


therefore this dinner was a very op- 
portune occasion for making acquain- 
ances, as there must be some inter- 
est in-.it, and common interest starts 
conversation, and conversation makes 
for acquaintanceship. 


All through the trip we were fed 


like lords, and in course meals so 
served that there was no danger of 
indigestion. 
Tlie meals were elabor- 


ae as banquets, all of them, and al- 
ways punctual. 
' 
The discipline and punctuality of 


the Gerrrian army prevailed on our 
ship in all its departments and ser- 
vice and -without friction on the part 
of the ship's -working force or the 
passengers. ' - 
Almost the entire crew_had served 


in either the German army or navy, 
even,to the ship's bandpand their po- 
liteness and eagerness to 
serve us 


knew no bounds. 
Our captain, Siegfried Krause, is 


a born sailor and his landing of the 
ships at the various ports where we 
stopped was the poetry of motion, so 
graceful, easy and free 
from jar, 


whether we headed in or backed up 
to the pier. 
' The passengers all appreciated this 
and the last dinner aboard before 
landing at New York was a 
great 


ovation to him. There was a num- 
ber of eulogistic 
speeches 
made, 


which visibly affected him, and with 
the modesty of a great man he re- 
plied in a few well-chosen remarks 
and wished us God-speed to our 
homes and friends. 
Our captain gave us all the friend- 


ly greetings of the kaiser, wished us 
bon voyage and gave us some good 
advice as to how to avoid seasick- 
ness, which proved very practical and 
beneficial to all who heeded it. 


We were advised to get out on the 


promenade" deck after every meal and 
walk, nq matter how rough the sea, 
to keep with the motion of the' boat 
and under no circumstances to resist 
it. Those who did this were not sea- 
sick, and almost all who went below 
were sick. 
•Each day's sailing brought 
us 


pleasanter weather, and the day be- 
fore we entered Santiago Bay every 
one was on deck in summer attire; 
and very warm. 
The entrance to Santiago 
Bay is 


most beautiful and picturesque be- 
yond description, especially early on 
a bright summer morning, as 
we 


had it. The course up the harbor is 
so winding and hemmed in by natur- 
al defenses that it seemed well nigh 
impregnable, and it seems incredible 
that Santiago should have been ta- 
ken iwithout a long siege and much 
bloodshed, as the approach by land 
from the rear of the city is as well 
and naturally defended by strategic 
hills and deep valleys as the harbor. 
Santiago is a quaint old Spanish 


town, with very narrow streets ana 
lew sidewalks or walks so narrow 
that two people cannot pass on them. 
The houses, even in the best resi- 


lience section, are principally of one 
tory, built in hollow square fash- 
1 ,n, with the little private park 
or 
irden in the center, and the veranda 


porch on the inside, around this 


Irden. No outside porches are any- 
lere to be seen, except on 
the 
foldings fronting on the public

parks, .where are the fashionable ho- 
tels and public buildinga. 
The roofs are o/ red, moae-covered 
tile and there are,very 
few glass 


windows or open doors in the houses." 
•Thfe windows are grated; n'ot yet 
screened, and flies and 
moequltos 


aie still abundant. 
N 


American influence is making it- 


self felt in the improvement of the 
city's public utilities, street railways 
water supply, sewage and drainage, 
fire protection, 
police 
regulation, 


street paving and cleaning and gen- 
eral sanitary regulations. The gov- 
ernment buildings are being remodel- 
ed and modernized to look like Amer- 
ican structures, and many new rein- 
forced concrete 
buildings-are being 
erected. Their customs house Is an 
up-to-the-minute fireproof 
building, 
large, commodious and well ventilat- 
ed. They need a new post off ice and 
improved postal methods. 
Their public market is a busier 


place than 'any that I have seen in 
the states and everything to eat.from 
the raw material to the ready-to-eat 
product, as well as everything 
to 


wear, Is on sale, and th« market is 
held daily from 6 a. m. to fr p. m. 
When they learn to make and to use 
ice this market will not be such- a 
very busy place as it is now. 


Many of the shops are American 


souvenir stores and they are 
such 


friends of the American tourists,,nor 
is the average Cuban shopkeeper so 
slow and sleepy as he looks, when it 
comes to driving a bargain. The old 
cathedral is being restored in con- 
crete, inside and outside, and when 
it is finished little more than 
the 
style of architecture of the famous 
building will remain. Its altars are 
of Beautiful design, costly and rich 
in decoration, and Its 
walls 
are 
adorned with works of art. There 
are very few pews in the center aisle 
and none but the very rich occupy 
them; the rest of the people stand 
or kneel on the marble floor. 
This 
cathedral, like all the others in the 
Spanish-American states, is surround- 
ed on all sides by a beautiful park 
of tropical trees, plants and fragrant 
flowers. The foliage of the trees 
and plants is often prettier than the 
flowers. There are only small, sweet 
toned church bells and 
very few 


chimes in this region, 
San Juan Hill, the old block house, 
the Peace Tree and El 'Caney are fa- 
miliar 
to every 
schoolboy, and I 


mention them only as the chief ob- 
ject of interest to every 
American- 
tourist, but they are well worth the 
effort to reach-them. 


The inhabitants of Santiago 
are 
loyal, 
good-mannered, 
easy-going 


Cubans and very hopeful of the fu- 
ture of their country. 
The development of the agricultur- 


al" and mineral resources and manu- 
facturing interests of the island is 
yet in its infancy. They need more 
and better roads, improved means of 
transportation and communication, 
and a livelier consular service 
to 


extend their commerce. 
From Cuba we sailed for Jamaica, 


an English possession, and landed at 
Kingston, where the 
earthquake of 


1907 
wrought such havoc that they 
have not yej recovered 
from 
the 
shock. 
This city is being rebuilt on 


newer lines and looks much^Wke an 
American city. Its streets are wide, 
paved and kept clean, and every one 
you meet speaks English, but here, 
as in Cuba, there are two classes, the 
rich 
and the poor, and the wo- 


men, wives and 
daughters of the 


poor are little better than 
slaves 


and beasts of burden. 
The population of the 
island is 


nearly 90 per cent black, and they 
lepresent 
the 
poor, the 
laboring 


class and the public utilities, public 
safety and public service generally. 
The women are the hewers of wood, 
the' carriers of burden and the tillers 
of the soil. They unload coal from 
the ships, freight the vessels 
with 


bananas and carry the mortar for 
the masons. 
All these things are 
carried on their heads. We met wo- 
men ten miles out from Kingston, 
carrying loads of fruit, merchandise 
and wood on their heads 
to 
the 
market, that the average American 
man would divide into two loads for 
a push cart or wheelbarrow. Their 
earnings are =o meager that 
they 
have very little clothing, ave poorly 
housed and poorly fed. The average 
weekly wage of a man is $2.50 to $3, 
and of a woman, 90c. to $1.25, ana 
on this many of them support large 
families. 
They do have 
plenty 
of good 
schools, which .are well attended, and 
there is a very low percentage of il- 
literacy. 
Good manners 
is 
their 


great stock-in-trade. 
Kingston has a great number of 


beautiful parks, and its Hope Gar- 
dens 
and 
Castleton 
Gardens are 


woild famous botanical gardens; the 
one the property of the city and the 
other a national garden. 
In these 


gardens are many rare- and beautiful 
plants, trees, shrubs and flowers not 
indigenous to the island or the Amer- 
ican tropics, and Hope Garden boasts 
a $50,000 collections 
of 
rare and 


beautiful orchids'from every country 
that produces them. 
One variety, 
known as the 
butterfly orchid, so 


closely resembles the living "lepidap- 
tera" that it needs but a wafting by 
the breeze to make the 
boy give 


chase. • These are all kept in a build- 
ing called the orchid house and only 
small crowds of visitors are admit- 
ted at one time. 
The city honors an American sail- 


or, Captain Green, with a stai.ae at 
the foot of King street. He gave to 
the island and to the city ^ts first 
correct geographical^ location, fixing 
their latitude and longitude ana the 
monument marks the spot. At the 
head of the same street is a beauu- 
ful statue of Queen Victoria. 
Kingston has two large daily mar- 


kets, even more interesting than San- 
tiago's. The native Indian basket 
makers and bead 
stringers are & 
great attraction for the traveling vis- 
itors and their lace tree bark sou 
venirs are a wonderful curiosity. The 
fiber of this bark is very fine anl 
they make ornaments of it that lool* 
like real lace and are worn as hal. 
decorations, etc. The air in these

His real birthday is not known, and so the 17ch of March has been 
set aside as his day. 


'•"When he was a boy of sixteen he was carried off and sold as a slave in 


Ireland. -Although he was a well brought up lad, his wild Irish master set him 
to work to uiind his pigs in the mountains. 


"For seven long years St. Patrick tended the herds of the Irish chief, and 


then he had a chance to run away. He got over to Prance and very likely 
made his way home, although not a great deal is known of his early life. l"ou 
see, St. Patrick was born over 1,500 years ago, when few books were written 
and none were printed, seeing that printing had not then come into use. 


"His lonely life and the hard times he had had in Ireland as a slave made 


St Patrick a very serious young man. "Whenever he thought of the beautiful 
land he had left, with its kind, clever yet wild and uncivilized people, he 
longed to go back and teach them better.

schoolboy, and I 


mention them only as the chief ob- 
ject of interest to every 
American 
tourist, but they are well worth the 
effort to reach .them. 


The inhabitants of Santiago 
are 
loyal,

Cubans and very hopeful of the fu- 
ture of their country.

No outside porches are any- 


and beasts of burden. 
The population of 
the 
island IB 
nearly 90 per cent black, and they 
represent 
the 
poor, the 
laboring 
class and the public utilities, public 
safety and public service generally. 
The women are the hewers of wood, 
the' carriers of burden and the tillers 
of the soil. They unload coal from 
the ships, freight the vessels 
with 
bananas and carry the mortar for 
the masons. 
All these things are 
carried on their heads. We met wo- 
men ten miles out from Kingston, 
carrying loads of fruit, merchandise 
and wood on their heads 
to 
the 
market, that the average 
American 


man would divide into two loads for 
a push cart or wheelbarrow. 
Their 


earnings are =o meager that 
they 
have very little clothing, are poorly 
housed and, poorly fed. The average 
weekly wage of a man is $2.50 to $3, 
tind of a woman, 90c. to $1.25, and 
on this many of them support large 
families.

They do have plenty 
of 
good 


schools, which .are well attended, and 
there is a very low percentage of il- 
literacy.

Kingston has a great number of 


beautiful parks, and its Hope Gar- 
dens and 
Castleton 
Gardens are 


world famous botanical gardens; the 
one the property of the city and the 
other a national garden. 
In these 


gardens are many rare- and beautiful 
plants, trees, shrubs and flowers not 
indigenous to the island or the Amer- 
ican tropics, and Hope Garden boasts 
a $50,000 collections 
of 
rare and 


beautiful orchids'from every country 
that produces them. 
One variety, 
known as the 
butterfly orchid, so 


closely resembles the living "lepidap- 
tera" that it needs but a wafting by 


Port Antonio, on- the north coast 


of the island, has a harbor as beau- 
tiful and extensive as Kingston's and 
is, next to Kingston, .the 
greatest 


shipping point on the island. 
The Titchfield Hotel is the only 
rival of Myrtle Bank Hotel in all in 
which the latter excels -all other ho- 
tels. 
Both are owned and operated 


by the United Fruit Company and 
are run on the American plan. 


Many wealthy Americans make the 
island their winter home and live in 
luxury-at a small expense. 
Jamaica is famous for its many 
good and beautiful harbors, the var- 
iety of tropical and 
semi-tropical 


products, beautiful mountain streams 
and waterfalls and good roads, theie 
beirtg 2500 miles of the best 
pike 
ro'ads, which are built and kej)t in 
good repair by convict labor, and 
which are delight 
of the

tourist. 
The island enjoys a very liberal 


and conservative form of government 
and is apparently as independent ol" 
the mother country as Canada. It >S 
being strongly fortified by the Brit- 
ish government, owing to its strate- 
gic advantages, since the^Panama Ca- 
nal will make the Spanish Main such, 
a commercial thoroughfare, and part- 
ly to offset our plan of fortifying the 
canal. 
Old Port Royal stands at the en-
